THE  PINK  family  contains  some  of  the 
most  beautiful,  fragrant  and  easily 
grown  of  garden  flowers,  and  not  the 
least  desirable 
of  these  flow- 
ers is  the  im- 
proved race 
of  Dianthus 
barbatus, 
commonly 
known  as 
Sweet  Wil- 
liams. We  all 
r  e^  a  1 1  the 
clump  of  old 
red  -  clustered 
Sweet  Wil- 
liams in  the 
homestead 
garden,  and 
have  pleasant 
memories  of 
its  evening 
perfimie.  The 
improved 
varieties  o  f 
this  old-fash- 
ioned flower, 
however, 
have  the  same 
rich  fra- 
grance,  while 
the  clusters 
appear  in 
huge  globe- 
like heads  and 
the  individual 
flowers  are 
much  larger 
and  display  a 
greater  range  of  exquisite  shades  and  mark- 
ings, from  pure  white  to  dark  crimson, 
many  edged  and  spotted  and  checkered. 
The  engraving,  though  carefully  prepared, 
does  not  do  justice  to  the  beauty  of  these

lovely,  hardy,  fragrant  garden  perennials. 

Seeds  of  Sweet  Williams  can  be  sown  in 
the  open  ground  at  any  time  in  spring  and 
early  summer,  with  assurance  of  a  fine  dis- 
play of  gorgeous  bloom  the  following  sea- 
son. If  the  flowers  are  removed  as  fast  as 
they  fade,  so  that  seeds  are  kept  fromTorm- 
ing  the  plants  will  bloom  continuously.  If 
this  is  neglected  until  the  first  crop  of  bloom 
begins  to  appear  sparingl}^,  then  the  entire 
crop  cut  away  before  the  seeds  are  brought 
to  perfection,  new  stalks  will  appear,  and  a 
fine  display  of  flowers  will  be  produced  in 

autumn.

Sweet  Wil- 
liams are 
beautiful  for 
cemetery 
planting,  and 
will  appear 
regularly  for 
several  years 
after  plant- 
ing.  The 
double-flow- 
ered variety 
is  preferred 
by  some  for 
this  purpose. 
For  the  gar- 
den, however, 
the  single- 
fl  owered 
plants  are  pre- 
ferable, as  the 
flowers  are 
better  mark- 
e  d  ,  more 
graceful  and 
more  numer- 
ous on  the 
cluster  than 
the  double 
sorts. 

The  Sweet 
Williams  are 
hardy  peren- 
nials, and  if 
not  allowed  to  exhaust  themselves  bearing 
seeds  will  last  for  many  yeaxs.  Sowing  or 
transplanting  should  not  be  delayed  later 
than  Sept.  1st,  at  the  North,  as  seedlings 
will  not  prove  hardy  unless  well  established. 
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Primula  Forbesi.— One  of  the  most 

dainty  and  charming-  of  Window  Primroses 
is  P.  Forbesi,  often  known  as  Baby  Prim- 
rose. It  is  easily  grown  from  seeds,  and 
the  seedlings  very  soon  begin  to  bloom, 
stooling  out  and  showing  many  stems  of 
delicate  flowers.  The  plants  are  in  bloom 
summer  and  winter  until  they  become  ex- 
hausted, when  the  supply  is  readily  in- 
creased by  sowing  seeds.  A  note  just 
received  from  a  lady  in  Iowa  speaks  in 
praise  of  this  Primrose,  as  follows  : 

"Mr.  Editor:— My  plants  of  Primula  Forbesi  are 
now  beautiful.  They  are  fifteen  inches  high,  and 
covered  with  flow^ers.  I  am  delighted  with  them.

Lobster  Cactus.— When  this,  the  Christ- 
mas Cactus,  does  not  bloom,  it  should  be 
given  a  rest  during  summer.  This  may  be 
done  by  bedding  or  plunging  the  pot  in  a  dry, 
sunny  exposure  during  the  autumn  months, 
giving  only  enough  water  to  keep  it  from 
wilting,  provided  the  natural  supply  is  not 
sufficient.  By  this  means  the  plant  will  set 
embryo  buds  that  will  develop  as  Christmas 
approaches. 

A  Good  Fertilizer.— A  fertilizer  that  is 
even  better  than  dried  and  pulverized  cow 
chips  is  that  from  the  sheep  pen  prepared 
in  the  same  way.  There  is  hardly  a  fertil- 
izer that  surpasses  this  for  use  in  a  potting 
compost,  or  for  application  to  flowering 
plants  and  shrubs. 


THE  SHOO-FLY  PLANT. 


NICANDRA  physaloides,  a  monotyptic 
genus  of  the  Solanum  family,  is  gen- 
erally known  as  Shoo-fly  Plant  be- 
cause of  its  reputed  character  of  driving 
away  flies.  It  is  an  annual  easily  raised 
from  seeds,  growing  from  two  to  four  feet 
in  height,  and  bearing  rather  large  blue 
flowers,  succeeded  by  a  Winter-cherry-like 
fruit.  The  plant  has  been  widely  adver- 
tised as  an  annual  of  beauty  as  well  as  use 
in  keeping  away  house  flies,  neither  of 
which  claims  are  very  well  sustained  by 
those  who  have  tried  it.  A  note  from  a 
Connecticut  correspondent  in  regard  to  its 
value  for  another  purpose  has  reached  the 
Editor,  and  reads  as  follows  : 

"In  a  corner  of  the  yard  w^here  the  rubbish 
from  the  yard  had  been  thrown  in  the  fall  a  thick 
mass  of  the  so-called  'Shoo-fly'  grew,  tall  and  rank, 
and  with  them  other  common  weeds.  We  fenced  in 
that  part  of  the  yard  later  for  a  run  for  the  hens  and 
chickens,  and  we  were  surprised  to  find  that  while 
the  he  OS  picked  every  green  leaf  from  the  weeds 
they  left  the  'shoo-fly,'  and  it  grew  and  provided  a 
comfortable  shade  for  the  hens  all  through  the  hot 
days  of  summer.  I  consider  it  of  little  use  as  a 
flower  for  the  garden,  but  it  certainly  is  of  use  in  the 
hen  yard.  Of  course,  it  must  be  grown  before  the 
hens  are  turned  into  the  yard.^A.  N.  B.,  Windham 
Co..  Conn.,  Jan.  10,  1905." 

Doubtless  every  plant  known  has  its  use 
in  the  economy  of  Nature,  and  those  who 
have  failed  with  the  "Shoo-fly"  for  decora- 
tion or  as  a  fly  exterminator  will  be  glad  to 
learn  some  use  to  which  it  can  be  satisfac- 
torily turned. 

Lilies  of  the  Valley.— These  are  mostly 
imported  from  Germany,  and  reach  America 
in  December,  when  it  is  sometimes  too 
late  to  plant  out.  They  are,  therefore, 
kept  over  until  spring,  and  sold,  at  which 
time  they  can  be  successfully  planted. 
They  thrive  in  a  rich,  moist  soil,  and  shadj'- 
situation,  and  if  the  bed  is  kept  free  from 
weeds  and  grass  the  plants  will  bloom  well 
for  years,  until  they  become  too  thick  in 
the  bed  to  thrive,  when  resetting  is 
necessary. 

Snails  on  Pansies.— Perpaps  the  best 

way  to  get  rid  of  snails  and  slugs  is  to 
introduce  frogs  and  toads  into  the  garden. 
Where  this  is  not  practicable  the  pests 
may  be  trapped  under  Cabbage  leaves  or 
slices  of  Turnip  or  Potato,  laid  over  cavities 
in  the  soil  among  the  plants.  Dusting 
with  Paris  green  will  also  prove  effectual. 
This  remedy  may  also  be  applied  by  adding 
to  watei  and  sprinkling. 

Arum  Cornutum.— Arum  Cornutum  is 
perhaps  the  most  handsome  and  reliable  of 
the  so-called  Red  Callas.  It  has  showy 
flowers  of  fine  shape  and  size,  and  the  stem 
is  yellow  and  green  variegated.  The  foli- 
age is  not  unlike  that  of  our  native  Arum, 
known  as  Arissema  dracontium.  It  is  a 
good  pot  plant,  and  certainly  one  of  the 
best  of  the  Arum  family 
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VIRGINIAN  STOCK, 


A  WEEPING  PALM, 


THE  Virginian  Stock  is  known  botanic- 
ally  'as  Malcolmia  maritima,  the 
generic  name  given  in  hopor  of  Wil- 
liam Malcolm,  a  London  nurseryman,  who 
published  a  catalogue  of  greenhouse  plants 
in  1771.  Its 
specific  name, 
maritima,  (sea) 
refers  lo  its 
native  place, 
being  found  in 
.Europe  near 
the  Mediter- 
ranean Sea. 
The  genus  em- 
braces twenty 
or  more  species, 
mostly  annuals, 
but  the  only 
one  in  common 
culture  is  M.  maritima  or  the  Virginian 
Stock,  which  is  a  very  pretty,  free-bloom- 
ing annual,  showy  in  garden  beds,  and 
excellent  for  window  pots.  The  flowers, 
shown  in  this  little  sketch,  have  four  petals, 
and  are  of  various  colors  from  pure  white 
to  deep  crimson.  The  plants  appear  to  the 
best  advantage  when  grown  in  masses,  and 
to  do  this  the  seeds  should  be  sown  in  rows 
five  inches  apart,  and  the  plants  thinned 
out  where  they  seem  too  thick  in  the  bed. 
Sown  in  early  spring  the  plants  will  bloom 
well  during  the  summer.  Started  in  June 
they  make  a  fine  display  in  autumn,  the 
cool  weather  apparently  developing  the 
plants  and  flowers  to  perfection.  A  dozen 
plants  in  a  six-inch  pot  become  a  grand 
mass  of  bloom  in  a  cool  room,,  and  if  the 
dark,  rich-colored  varieties  mostly  cata- 
logued as  Crimson  King  and  Fairy  Queen 
are  grown  in  this  way  the  effect  is  very 
striking.  The  plant  is  a -near  relative  of 
the  Wallflower,  and  is  often  catalogued  as 
Cheiranthus  Maritima. 

Mealy  Bug". — This  pest  appears  at  the^ 
forks  of  the  stem  and  axil  of  leaves,  like 
little  clumps  of  cotton.  Use  a  little  brush 
or  a  tooth  pick  to  remove  the  bulk  of  the 
**nest"  and  then  sponge  or  syringe 
thoroughly  with  hot  quassia-chips  tea  with 
enough  soap  added  to  make  a  weak  suds, 
applying  as  hot  as  the  plants  will  bear, 
which  is  somewhat  warmer  than  can  be  en- 
dured by  the  hand.  Several  applications 
at  intervals  of  two  or  three  days  will  prove 
effectual. 

Insects  in  the  Soil.— A  diminutive  whit^ 
insect  that  sometimes  infests  the  soil  of  pot 
plants  in  great  numbers  can  be  eradicated 
by  a  surface  dressing  of  lime  and  sulphur, 
which  may  be  allowed  to  remain  as  applied, 
or  be  incorporated  with  the  surface  soil. 
Tobacco  dust  and  wood  soot  in  equal  pro- 
portions applied  in  th^  same  way  is  also 
said  to  be  effectual. 


LIVISTONIA  Chinensis,  mostly  cata- 
logued under  the  name  of  Latania 
borbonica,  is  an  elegant  Palm  with 
long  spreading  stems  bearing  a  fan-like 
leaf  with  a  shreded,  weeping  margin. 
These  leaves  are  very  graceful  and  of  a 
rich  green,  and  a  well -grown  specimen 
plant  is  beautiful  as  a  decoration  for  a  large 
hall  or  veranda.  Young  plants  are  easily 
started  from  seeds,  and  become  attractive 
subjects  in  three  or  four  years.  They  thrive 
out-doors  in  summer,  if  given  plenty  of 
root  room,  the  potting  compost  being 
fibrous  in  character  and  well  drained.  A 
tub  is  preferable  to  an  earthen  pot  as  a 
receptacle,  and  if  the  surface  soil  is  covered 
with  a  layer  of  sphagnum  moss  in  summer 
it  will  keep  the  soil  cool  and  prevent  evap- 
oration, thus  promoting  an  even  tempera- 
ture about  the  roots.  A  place  sheltered 
from  the  wind  is  preferable,  and  a  copious 
supply  of  water  should  be  given  during  the 
growing  period.  In  winter  any  frost-proof 
room  will  do  to  winter  the  plants  in,  and 
water  should  be  applied  sparingly.  ■  A  floral 
sister  in  Wisconsin  has  one  of  these  Palms, 
and  writes  of  her  experience  as  follows  : 

"Mr.  Editor:— I  have  in  my  collection  of  plants  a 
Weeping  Palm,  nine  years  old.  Last  summer  I  had 
it  sitting-  on  a  stand  in  the  dining  room..  It  had 
eight  lajge  leaves,  and  two  more  coming.  When  I 
moved  it  to  the  parlor,  I  put  it  in  a  north  window. 
I  had  to  cut  four  leaves  off.  It  now  has  five  leaves, 
and  two  more  coming.  The  leaves  are  two  feet 
long,  and  as  many  wide.  Every  one  admires  it. 
Does  it  ever  bloom?  This  one  was  raised  from  a 
seed— Mrs.  N.  Perry.  Octagamie  Co..  Wis." 

None  of  the  Palms  are  artificially  grown 
for  their  flowers  or  fruit.  They  are  only 
useful  as  decorative  foliage  plants.  They 
are  not  difficult  to  propagate  from  seeds, 
though  germination  is  sometimes  tardy. 
The  plants  develop  slowly,  but  are  tena- 
cious, easily  cared  for  and  generally  satis- 
factory. 

Lantanas  and  Heliotropes.— These 
are  not  more  difficult  to  transplant  than 
many  other  greenhouse  plants.  It  is^  well, 
however,  to  wet  the  soil  before  lifting,  and 
disturb  the  roots  as  little  as  possible,  or 
avoid  their  exposure  to  air;  also  press  the 
soil  firmly  about  the  roots  after  setting, 
and  cover  with  a  paper  for  a  day  or  two,  to 
keep  the  tops  from  sun  and  draughts  of  air 
until  the  roots  begin  action.  Both  of  these 
plants  are  readily  grown  from  seeds,  and 
seedlings  are  mostly  more  vigorous  and 
healthy  than  plants  raised  from  cuttings. 
Both  do  well  in  a  hot,  sunny  bed,  if  kept 
well  watered  when  the  weather  is  dry. 

Seedling  Geraniums.— These  should  be 
kept  in  a  sunny  place,  allowed  to  become 
root-bound,  and  then  given  a  resting  season 
by  watering  sparingly.  .  If  these  conditions 
are  not  provided  the  plants  will  sometimes 
fail  to  bloom.  Planted  out  in  a  gravel  soil 
in  a  sunny  exposure  they  yield  good  results. 
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MALVA  CRISPA.

Among  the  letters  that  reach  the  Editor 
concerning  this  plant,  the  following  from 
Mrs.  Lauden  of  Rensselaer  county.  New 
York,  is  one  of  the  most  interesting: 

"Mr.  Editor:— From  the  packet  of  mixed  seeds 
sown  last  spring  there  appeared  a  Malvaceous-look- 
ing  plant  having  curled  and  crimped  foliage.  Well, 
it  ipew  and  grew  until  the  stem  was  as  large  as  my 
wnst.  It  shot  up  like  "Jack's  Bean  Stalk.'  reaching 
an  altitude  of  nine  feet,  six  and  one-half  inches,  and 
as  the  branches  were  short,  and  parallel  with  the 
stalk,  it  stood  there— a  perfect  column  of  greenery. 
It  had  no  support,  and  what  is  almost  incredible,  it 
resisted  the  heaviest  frosts.,  and  did  not  succumb 
till  the  lirst  of  December,  when  a  heavy  snow  fell, 
and  everything  froze  up  for  the  winter  I  am  almost 
afraid  to  say  farther,  for  fear  my  statements  may  be 
thought  'fishy'— that  it  grew  nine  inches  between 
the  time  of  the  first  frost  till  it  finally  yielded  its  life 
to  'King  Cold.' 

1  cannot  tell  the  name  of  this  marvel,  but  proba- 
bly you,  Mr.  Editor,  can  enlighten  us.  Its  flowers 
were  quite  inconspicuous— much  like  those  of  the 
common  Mallow.— Mrs.  I.  M.  Lauden,  Rensselaer 
Co.=  N.  Y." 

Another  letter  regarding  this  Malva  came 
from  a  farmer,  who  was  not  only  pleased 
with  the  foliage  for  its  decorative  character, 
but  found  it  valuable  as  a  forage  plant  for 
his  hogs,  and  wanted  to  buy  the  seeds  in 
quantity  to  sow  for  that  purpose.  The 
plant  is  a  hardy  annual,  and  the  seeds 
should  be  sown  in  the  garden  early  in 
spring.  For  full  development  the  plants 
should  stand  a  foot  apart.  The  plants  ap- 
pear well  in  a  hedge  or  row,  or  when  plant- 
ed among  low  shrubbery,  being  stately,  and 
withal  quite  attractive. 

Chinese  Lily  After  Bloamingr.— Bulbs 

of  this  "Lily"  that  have  been  grown  in 
water  during  the  winter  might  as  well  be 
discarded  as  useless,  for  they  will  not 
bloom  again  till  grown  in  a  favorable  place 
for  several  years.  In  the  south  they  might 
be  bedded  out  in  the  spring,  where  Nature 
would  take  care  of  them,  and  eventually 
develop  blooming  bulbs  from  them. 


SCILLA  CLUSI. 


THIS  handsome  Squill  is  better  known 
as  Scilla  Peruviana,  or  more  commonly 
as  Cuban  Lily,  though  it  is  not  from 
Peru,  and  is  foreign  to  the  island  of  Cuba. 
It  is  found  in  its  native  state  in  Southern 
Europe,  near  the  Mediterranean  Sea.  The 
bulb  is  as  large  as  a  Dutch  Hyacinth,  is  of 
vigorous  growth,  with  broad  foliage  and 
stiff,  erect  racemes  of  blue  and  white  star- 
like flowers.  It  is  mostly  hardy  in  a  well- 
drained  situation,  and  a  clump  of  three  or 
four  bulbs  in  the  garden  makes  a  fine  dis- 
play in  the  spring.  When  potted  and 
treated  as  you  would  treat  a  Dutch  Hya- 
cinth it  grows  and  blooms  well  in  the  win- 
dow in  winter,  and  its  beauty  and  rarity 
claim  the  attention  of  those  who  see  it. 

Cinerarias   after  Blooming.-yAfter 

Cinerarias  have  finished  blooming  in  the 
spring  cut  the  tops  off  and  water  sparingly 
for  a  period,  then  repot  in  fresh  soil  and 
plunge  in  coal  ashes  in  a  cool,  shady  place 
out-doors  during  summer.  As  a  number  of 
sprouts  will  spring  up  only  the  more  robust 
ones  should  be  retained,  the  others  being 
removed  and  discarded.  Never  let  the 
plants  suffer  from  lack  of  water  while  grow- 
ing. As  a  rule  the  healthier,  more  vigor- 
ous plants  are  raised  from  seeds,  which 
should  be  sown  in  the  spring  to  have  bloom- 
ing plants  the  following  winter.  From 
plants  of  a  good  strain  of  seeds  the  flowers 
are  often  finer  than  upon  those  grown  from 
cuttings.  The  chief  precaution  in  culture 
is  to  keep  in  a  cool,  partial  shade  during 
summer,  and  keep  cut  tobacco  stems  upon 
the  soil  to  prevent  an  attack  of  green  lice. 
Sprinkling  tobacco  dust  upon  the  foliage 
will  eradicate  the  pest  upon  infested  plants 
when  judiciously  applied. 

Bone  MeaL— When  stable  manure  can- 
not be  obtained  for  the  flower  garden  or 
preparing  a  potting  compost  bone  meal  or 
phosphate  can  be  used.  The  bone  meal 
should  be  ground  finer  than  the  material 
under  that  name  that  is  fed  to  poultry. 
The  finer  the  material  the  more  prompt 
and  effective  will  be  the  result. 

Narcissus.— The  Narcissus  loves  the 
sun.  The  bulbs  will  grow  in  a  shady  place 
for  years,  but  often  fail  to  bloom  in  such  a 
situation.  A  more  common  cause  of  fail- 
ure, however,  is  leaving  the  bulbs  too  long 
without  resetting.  An  old  clump  of  bulbs 
becomes  so  crowded,  and  so  deep  in  the 
^il  that  it  produces  nothing  but  leaves. 

Gladiolus.— The  species  and  varieties  of 
Gladiolus  all  like  a  sunny  position,  and  if 
the  soil  is  rather  sandy  or  porous  they  do 
all  the  better.  In  a  shady  place  where  the 
soil  is  rich  and  tenacious,  or  fertilized  with 
guano  or  other  ammoniacal  material  it  is 
not  unusual  for  the  plants  to  be  flowerless. 
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PERENNIAL  PHLOX. 


AMONG  the  most  beautiful  and  easily 
grown  hardy  plants  is  the  Perennial 
Phlox.    From  small  plants,  set  out  in 
\  the  spring,  one  will  have  a  considerable 
amouut  of  bloom  the  first  summer,  but 

§they  do  not  arrive  at 
their  best  until  the  sec- 
ond season.  When  once 
established  they  usually 
take  care  of  themselves, 
but  if  possible  they 
should  be  watered  during 
very  dry  weather,  al- 
though they  stand  dry 
weather  almost  as  well  as 
any  other  Perennial 
plant.  Their  blooming 
season  lasts  from  July 
till  November,  their 
blooms  being  produced 
in  larger  clusters  than  those  of  the  annual 
variety.  Another  fact  which  I  have  not 
seen  stated  in  any  Catalogue  is  that  several 
varieties  are  more  or  less  fragrant.  They 
range  in  colors  through  almost  all  the 
shades  of  red,v  light  purple,  maroon  and 
white,  some  being  of  a  solid  color,  others 
(  having  eyes  of  different  shades.

LAST  Spring  I  planted  one  three-cent 
packet  of  Platycodon  seeds,  and  raised 
twenty-six  fine,  strong  plants.  I 
planted  the  seeds  where  they  were  to  grow, 
so  did  not  have  to  transplant  them.  By 
August  twentieth  they  began  to  bloom. 
They  are  very  beautiful  flowers,  ranging,  in 
color  from  the  purest  white  through  all  the 
shades  of  blue  to  purple.  They  are  still 
blooming,  although  we  have  had  several 
hard  frosts.  Being  hardy  I  had  not  expect- 
ed them  to  bloom  the  first  summer,  so  they 
were  a  pleasant  surprise  to  me.  I  feel  well 
repaid  for  the  investment,  and  I  would  urge 
all  to  try  a  packet  of  seeds  of  them  next 
spring.

THE  varieties  of  Clarkia  Elegans  which 
bear  double  flowers  are  beautiful  and 
attractive  annuals.  The  plants  start 
readily  from  seeds  sown  in  rows  six  inches 
apart  and  thinned  out  until  they  stand  six 
inches  apart  in  the  rows.  In  a  few  weeks 
the  plants  attain  the  height  of  ten  or  twelve 
inches  and  begin  to  bloom,  continuing  to 
grow  and  bloom  until  in  the  fall,  when  the 
mass  of  graceful,  showy  flowers  will  be 


annual  flowers,  though  deserving  of  general 
cultivation.

CRASSULA  TREE. 


SEVERAL  years  ago  I  purchased  a  small 
Crassula  (not  Cordata)  which  has  had 
the  usual  vicissitudes  of  house  plants. 
Once  it  was  broken,  and  the  slip  tucked  in- 
to the  pot  beside  the  other,  straightway- 
rooted,  and  began  to  grow,  as  if  to  run  a 
race  with  its  parent.  Its  leaves  are  the 
thickest  of  any  plant  I  ever  saw.  Hoyas 
are  thin  beside  them.  No  dust  ever  seems 
to  settle  on  the  foliage,  and  no  insect  ever 
troubles  it.  I  suppose  it  never  has  blos- 
soms, as  none  ever  appeared.  But  it  is 
ornamental  enough  without.  Blooms  are 
frail  and  fleeting  things,  as  we  all  know. 
The  two  stems  are  exactly  alike  in  height 
and  size,  being  eighteen  inches  from  pot  to 
top,  and  the  stems  four  inches  in  circum- 
ference. The  two  stems  have  thrown  out 
an  equal  number  of  branches  from  all  sides. 
It  Is  now  a  very  symmetrical  tree.  I  ask 
myself,  as  1  look  at  it,  why  it  is  not  as  beau- 
tiful as  a  Palm?  and  will  entertain  no  other 
than  an  affirmative  answer.  The  strange 
thing  about  it  is  that  it  evolved  itself  into 
this  fine  object,  with  no  care,  or  attention 
to  training  from  me.  Like  "Topsy"  it

I  Note.— Crassula  cordata.  under  favorable  con- 
ditions, becomes  a  vigorous,  showy  plant  for  its 
foliage  alone.  This  species,  however,  throws  up 
long,  coral-like  stems  which  divide  into  a  compound 
panicle  bearing  a  profusion  of  little  rosy  buds  and 
white  star-like  flowers.  The  plant  is  sure  to  bloom 
in  winter,  even  when  somewhat  neglected,  and  on 
account  ot  the  beauty'of  both  foliage  and  flowers  it 
is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  of  pot  plants. Ed.] 

Boston  Ferns.— Last  year  I  purchased 
four  small  plants  of  Boston  Fern.  They 
were  planted  in  woods  earth  and  sand,  in 
eight-inch  Fern  pots.  I  had  a  zinc  pan 
made  to  fit  the  plant  bench;  in  this  I  placed 
white  sand  and  set  the  Fern  pots  on  the 
sand.  During  summer  they  occupied  the 
north  veranda,  and  grew  wonderfully.  In 
autumn  they  were  moved  to  a  north  win- 
dow in  the  parlor.  There  they  remain,  the 
wonder  and  admiration  of  all  who  see  them. 
Many  fronds  are  a  yard  long  and  six  inches 
wide,  and  a  most  beautiful  shade  of  green.

With  me  they  require  no  care  through  the 
winter,  except  to  place  on  a  high  shelf 
where  they  are  safe  from  frost.

winter-blooming  window  plant  can  be  kept 
an  Oxalis  will  fill  the  bill.  Get  several 
bulbs,  pink  and  white,  O.  floribunda,  then  a 
few  of  the  Bermuda  yellow;  plant  them  in 
a  good-sized  vessel  of  well-drained,  rich, 
loose  soil,  water  and  place  where  there  is 
considerable  sun,  until  quite  a  growth  has 
been  made.  Plant  not  later  than  July,  so 
that  by  the  time  to  remove  to  the  house 
there  should  be  a  fine  growth  of  three- 
leaved  foliage  with  flower  buds  inter-mixed 
all  over  the  vessel.  Suspend  in  a  sunny 
window,  and  keep  well  watered.  Such  a 
basket  if  kept  from  chilling  and  well  water- 
ed, will  be  a  mass  of  pink,  white  and  yel- 
low, every  sunny  day  all  through  the  win- 
ter., A  prettier  sight  you  will  scarcely  find. 
The  yellow  has  a  delicious  fragrance. 
When  other  flowers  are  in  bloom,  and  the 
cheer  of  the  Oxalis  is  not  needed  so  much, 
withhold  water  until  the  foliage  yellows, 
repot  in  rich  fresh  soil,  water  sparingly  for 
a  while,  and  by  fall  the  basket  will  be  ready 
for  another  season  of  beauty.

A  few 
sprays  of  Alyssum  combined  with  Rose 
Geranium  leaves, 
or  sprigs  of  Lemon 
Verbena,  form  a 
dainty  and  attract- 
ive bouquet  for  a 
hot  day  when  vivid 
colors  and  strong 
perfumes  would 
not  be  at  all  enjoy- 
able. In  making 
bouquets  of  all 
kinds,  Sweet  Alys- 
sum is  valuable,  and  the  sprays  harmonize 
well  with  all  bright  colors.

IN  A  GALLON  glass  jar  (a  coal  oil  can 
with  tin  jacket  removed,)  I  have  a  Wild- 
wood  Fern  growing,  and  one  would 
scarcely  believe  how  pretty  it  is.  The  jar 
holds  abont  a  half  gallon  of  *  'Fern  soil, ' ' 
sandy  loam.  In  this  soil  I  placed  the  dor- 
mant Fern  root.  A  tin  lid  is  kept  over  the 
jar,  and  the  soil  just  moist.  The  close  at- 
mosphere suits  the  Fern  as  well  as  it  does 
'.'smother  plant, ' '  for  it  is  growing  so  nicely, 
and  more  baby  fronds  are  uncurling. 
Those  desiring  something  out  of  the  ordin- 
ary, should  tr)^  growing  a  Fern  in  a  covered 
glass  jar.  A  quart,  or  half  gallon  jar 
would  do  nicely.  Fill  about  half  full  of 
sandy  loam,  and  keep  covered.  Strong 
light  seems  to  suit  it,  but  not  strong  sun 
after  the  leaves  touch  the  side  of  the  jar. 
Go  out  and  dig  one  to  experiment  with. 
They  look  so  clean,  shut  awa}'^  from  the 
dust.

Dear  Flower  Lovers: — May  I  come  to  the  table 
of  good  things,  and  tell  you  of  some  of  the  good 
things  that  I  have  received.  Five  years  ago.  last 
July,  I  received  a  collection  of  plants.  All  were 
lovely,  but  most  beautiful  of  all  was  the  Otaheite 
Orange,  Asparagus  Plumosvis  Nanus.and  Bougain- 
villaae.  Very  unfortimately  I  went  East  for  three 
months  (seeking  health)  and  my  beautiful  little 
Orange  got  nipped  by  Jack-frost,  but  a  lovely 
branch  started  near  the  roots,  so  I  repotted,  cut 
back  the  old  stalk,  and  trimmed  the  new  branch 
into  a  lovely  tree.  In  two  years  it  bloomed  and 
set  twenty  Oranges,  but  all  dropped  off  but  six, 
which  ripened  and  were  the  wonder  and  admir- 
ation of  our  whole  country  around.  I  have  but 
about  one-fourth  of  all  that  collection  left  now. 
The  Orange  died  after  bearing,  for  want  of  feed- 
ing.Frost  caught  my  beautiful  Bougainvillaea  after 
it  had  bloomed  twice.  Oh!  what  a  beauty  it  was. 
The  others  dropped  off,  one  at  a  time,  from  neg- 
lect, or  other  causes,  but  the  Asparagus  Plumosus 
Nanus  is  a  beauty  still.  I  now  have  two  and  by 
dividing  the  roots  could  have  several  more.  The 
big  one  has  branches  two  yards  long.  My  Ger- 
aniums were  all  put  out  in  the  open  ground,  and 
bloomed  aU  summer,  I  repotted  all  this  fall  and 
cut  back  all  old  branches.  Some  were  two  and 
three  feet  long.  I  left  the  new  sprouts  that  came 
up  from  the  roots,  and  how  they  have  grovm, 
and  are  beginning  to  bloom  again.

GOSSIP. 

Dear  Floral  Friends:— I  see  in  the  last  number 
of  our  Magazine  (January,  1905) ,  that  a  lady  of 
South  Dakota  has  had  unusual  success  with  seed- 
ling Geraniums.  I  read  in  some  floral  paper  that 
one  need  not  expect  a  seedling  to  bloom  for  two 
or  three  years  at  least,  so  with  that  thought  I 
sowed  some  seeds  last  spring,  and  now  have  three 
little  plants  as  a  result.  Very  few  seeds  germi- 
nated, and  of  those  few,  but  three  grew.  I  tend- 
ed and  nursed  them  well.  From  her  one  three 
cent  package  of  seeds,  she  had  near  two  dozen 
fine  sturdy  plants,  that  in  one  year  were  in  bud 
and  bloom.  I  wish  she  would  tell  us  how  she 
managed  them.  I  also  sowed  Coleus  seeds;  many 
of  them  came  up  with  their  little  round  leaves, 
and  I  was  very  sanguine  as  to  results,  watching 
them  closely,  as  they  just  stood  still,  and  grew 
none  at  all  for  weeks  after  their  appearance 
above  the  ground.  Finally  they  did  begin  to 
grrow,  and  after  a  while  I  could  transplant  the 
tiny  plantlets,  but  only  three  of  them  lived,  and 
they  are  not  large  plants  yet.  I  had  counted  so 
much  on  having  a  bright  winter  window  of  them 
and  am  quite  disappointed.  I  have  a  very  fine 
Asparagus  Sprengeri.  It  is  several  years  old  and 
still  growing.  It  has  just  sent  out  three  new 
shoots.  I  also  have  a  lovely  Plumosus  Nanus, 
and  some  fine  Begonias,  some  of  which  are  in 
bloom.
